
HARLEM FAVORITES SCORE. 



There was plenty of weather at Harlem 
yesterday. The air went from mng<y heat to 
the chill of a stronK wind which bad the kind- 
ness to drive the wet oat of the track and make 
the footing and the racing more reliable. There 
was a slow course early, but the last three races 
were run over a good track and at the finish it 
was fast enough for old Meddler to run three- 
quarters of a mile in 1 :14. 

The Meddler race was the feature of the day 
and over his win the ring got a sharp drub- 
bing. The old fellow is at his best just now 
and he and Rutter are in the public eye. -The 
ring figured that Aba Furst would beat Med- 
dler and made him favorite at about 6 to 5. 
Meddler's price was always around 2 to 1 and 
he got the bulk of the public play. 

The race was a mild one. Meddler came 
sauntering amid a stand-shaking yell after 
Butter had beaten the barrier with him and 
won all the way. Aba Furst and Moroni bad 
a hard fight for the place, the latter getting it 
by a mere bead. It was Meddler’s fourth con 
seeutiva win. 

The conditions of the fourth race, at one mite 
and seventy yards, let Hugh Penny in with 99 
pounds, and as Egbert, with 113, was the next 
best horse, it looked as tbongh Penny had 
fallen into a soft spot. He had, was a 1 to 3 
chance and won rather handily. Had Egbert 
been able to get through on the stretch turn, 
however, the result might have been different, 
Bloss, who rode Egbert, started through on the 
rail, but Nutt and Dupee closed in on him and 
he was obliged to puli up and go around. 

Out of the first race, a five furlong affair for 
two-year olds, came a close finish. Frangible. 
Talma, Lomond and Barrack were close to- 
gether and all in a heap at the end. Frangible 
got the verdict but Barrack and Lomond were 
both bettor than he. 

Semper Eadom, with S2 pounds up, was 
heavily played to win the second race, at one 
mile and a sixteenth. He won right hand- 
somely. Breaking sixth, he at once went to 
the front, and setting a pace to suit himself, 
won easing up. Fred Barr ran a fair race. 

The third event was an easy thing for News- 
gatherer. After Graziella had rained herself 
by stepping the first half in 4Si seconds, the 
son of Enquirer— Bonnie Meade wont to the 
front and sauntered home five lengths to the 
good. 

Five two-yaar-olda made up the field in the 
fifth race and Nullah, the 7 to 5 favorite, won 
handily from Inlook. The winner, a filly with 
a lot of spesd, seems unable to go over four and 
half furlongs and win.

J. Mathews got in yesterday.

After a long drawn out investigation the 
stewards of the Coney Island Jockey Club have 
relieved Jockey Maher of the imputation of 
fraudulent riding on Banastar in the Suburban, 
their official decision in the matter reading as 
follows : 

“In the matter of Jockey Daniel Maher’s con- 
duct while riding the horse Banastar in the 
Suburban Handicap on June 17, 1899, we, the 
stewards of the Coney Island Jockey Club meet- 
ing, would report that we fined Maher $200 for 
abusing the horse and suspended him for ten 
racing days for wilfully spoiling starts. 

‘ In tbe matter of intention of fraud on the 
part of Maher, after investigation, we would re- 
port that we were unable to discover any such 
intent.” 



At a meeting of the stewards of the Jockey 
Club held at ike Brooklyn Jockey Club course 
June 15, with Mr. August Belmont it was 
ordered that jockey W, Morris and train- 
ers James Underwood, Alexander McDaniel, 
Edward H. Purcell and Bennett Barnes were 
restored to all privileges on courses racing 
under the jurisdiction of the Jockey Club.

Treasurer J, H. Bradford, of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club, gave out some figures as to at- 
tendance during the present meeting Monday 
afternoon. The crowds have been larger than 
in the history of the club. The total attend- 
ance on Suburban day was 29,900, which, ac- 
cording to recorded figures, is the greatest 
crowd that ever gathered at a metropolitan 
track. More than 16,500 persons attended last 
Saturday afternoon. 



Truelight. who fell in the two-mile race at 
Latonia, Saturday, and bad to be destroyed 
was a five-year-old mare by Troubadour— Sun 
light, belonging to W. M. Bosler, who pur 
chased her from S, S. Brown. She fell almost 
at the same spot where Madrilene went down 
two years ago with Jockey Joe Hill in the 
saddle, tbe fall well nigh ending his riding 
career. 

Tuesday’s Morning Telegraph says: "There 
were two notable absentees in the lines of book 
makers yesterday — Riley Grannan and Joe 
Cllman The game had gone against them at 
Sbeepshead Bay, and they could no longer stand 
the pace. Ullman’s retirement marks tbe end 
of the syndicate book which has been taking 
sensational bets ever since the beginning of 
the season.”
